DETAILS OF ATTACK 
Seattle, Au g .^5.— (A P)—Su rv iv ­ 
ors of an American freig hter su n k 
by shellfire from a Japan ese su b­ 
marin e in the North Pacific the 
n ig ht of Ju ly 14 
reported 
u pon 
their arriv al here that crew mem­ 
bers were machin e 
g u n n ed 
as 
they drifted away 
from 
their 
flamin g v essel in a lifeboat an d 
two rafts. 
The 
su bmarin e 
attacked 
the 
mediu m-sized freig hter at 8 p. m. 
an d scored eig ht direct hits du r­ 
in g the two-hou r attack, fin ally 
kn ockin g ou t her steerin g en g in e 
an d settin g her afire. More than 
30 shells were fired. 
Two sailors 
died 
from 
shell 
wou n ds an d six others from ex ­ 
posu re. Sev en teen men , hu ddled on 
on e raft, drifted for fou r day s an d 
n ig hts in the icy seas before res­ 
cu ed. All 24 su rv civ ors were su f­ 
ferin g from ex posu re. 
William Kosarich, 18, of Pitts­ 
bu rg h, Pa., radioman , 
3rd 
class, 
an d Milton G. McGau g hey , of St, 
Joseph, Mo., sig n alman , 3rd class, 
members of the n av al detail as­ 
sig n ed the ship an d the first two 
su rv iv ors to reach here, told in ­ 
terv iewers that a n av al plan e flew 
so low ov er the shou tin g su rv iv ors 
the morn in g after the sin kin g that 
they cou ld see the men in her rear 
tu rret bu t the plan e did n ot spot 
them. 
Fiv e of the crew an d n av al de­ 
tail on the rafts died before the 
rescu e ship was sig hted an d were 
bu ried at sea. The six th died the 
day after the rescu e.

“u nless y ou u se one of three sim­ 
ple p recau tions to blitz the corn 
ear worm,” accord ing to J. H. 
Bigger, entomologist of the Illi­ 
nois State Natu ral History Su r­ 
v ey . 
One of the simp le method s to 
p rotect roasting ears from worms 
is to clip off the silks with scis- i 
sors after they are at least fou r ; 
d ay s old . 
This ju st abou t ru ins 
any chances for the ad u lt corn : 
ear worm moth to lay eggs. 
A second way to blitz the worms 
is to p u t a few d rop s of med icinal 
mineral oil into the tip of the I 
roasting ear, being su re that the ■ 
silks ate at least fou r d ay s old in 
this case. too.

Organized Medicine Was Ready 
"Organized medicine, a t %an earlier date and to 
a greater degree than any other nation-wide group, 
recognized the inevitability of world-wide conflict,” 
says e booklet issued by the National Physicians’ 
Committee for the Exiension of Medical Service. 
This statem ent is borne out by medicine s im­ 
pressive record of preparation for war. 
In June, 
1910, the House of Delegates of the American Med­ 
ical Association, established a Committee on Med­ 
ical Preparedness. 
The following July, it started 
the tremendously detailed job of compiling an in­ 
ventory of the nation's medical resources. That task 
is still in progress 
Late in 1940, the Selective Service Act began 
to function. 
Physicians in every area in every state 
volunteered their services. 
Before 
December 7, 
1941, more than 25,500 doctors had examined ap­ 
proximately 2,500,000 men. 
To quote from the 
booklet, "It is s fact that American physicians, 
without prospect or even thought of reward, con­ 
tributed their services to an estimated value of 
nearly 125.000.000. 
Not one dollar of recompense 
was asked or received.” 
f 
A new medical journal, devoted to the subject 
of War Medicine, m akes the discoveries and expe­ 
riences of people at w ar available to the medical 
profession—information invaluable to the health of 
the nation. 
The medical profession has cooperated 100 per 
cent with such w ar agencies as the Medical Pro­ 
curement and Assignment Service which, in time, 
will call upon every physician to contribute his 
knowledge and services to the limit of his capacity. 
To sum up, organized medicine is on the alert. 
It has accepted without question the responsibility 
of maintaining the people's health—civilian and 
soldier—at the highest attainable level during a war 
which will impose extraordinary physical strains 
on tens of millions. 
That is a vital contribution to

Let's get it straight at the start 
that what I wouid do must not be 
construed as leveling 
charges at 
Mr. Roosevelt and the government. 
Perhaps we were so completely 
unprepared, 
b e f o r e 
we 
were 
plunged 
into this 
war, 
that 
it 
would have been physically impos­ 
sible for us to accomplish much 
more than we have. 
No one has proved our govern­ 
ment has not in general 
done 
a 
good job. Only the government it­ 
self can 
know all the 
facts, be­ 
cause >t censors the results of its 
efforts. 
The situation is that we 
are impatient because’ we cannot 
see better results. 
But I do not mind telling you 
what I would do: 
I would 
switch tins 
country 
from the 
defensive,

awhile" attitude, into an aggres­ 
sive offensive fighting

once. I would start doing this by 
selecting only strong and aggres­ 
sive personalities for every phase

W ith the su gar situ ation relieved 
and prospects that the peach crop 
will he of ex cellent qu ality , there s 
no reason why a thrirfty home­ 
m aker can’t pu t u p at least 10 
qu arts of peaches for each mem­ 
ber of her family , su ggests Miss 
Frances Cook, ex tension specialist 
foods. University of Illinois Col­ 
lege of Agricu ltu re. 
This su pply of peaches, canned 
or frozen, will carry the family 
throu gh the winer, if a good many 
other varieties of fru it have also 
been preserved. 
If the su pply of 
other fru its is a little short, more 
peaches will come in handy for 
winter time desserts or as break- j 
fast fru it. 
Canning peaches 
is so simple 
that even an amateu r will have 
good resu lts if she follows the 
ru les. Miss Cook said. 
Ripe, firm 
peaches are requ ired. 
Underripe 
peaches do not have mu ch flavor 
and are hard to can, while overripe 
peaches tend to lose their shape 
when canned. 
Canning Peaches 
Plu nge well washed peaches into 
boiling water to loosen the skins. 
Remove the fru it and plu nge into 
cold water. Peel. Drop the peaches 
into a weak brine (1 tablespoon 
salt to 1 qu art cold water) to 
prevent discoloration. 
Work with 
only a small amou nt of fru it at a 
time so the peaches do not have 
to stand in water. 
To hot pack the fru it, simmer 
the peaches 3 to 5 minu tes in thin 
to mediu m siru p (2-3 to 1 cu p of 
su gar to 1 pint of water). Pack 
the peaches in containers. Cover 
with the boiling siru p and process 
the pint or qu art jars or No. 2 or 
No. 3 tin cans for 15 minu tes in 
a hot water bath. 
To cold pack the fru it, pack the 
peaches into glass jars. Cover with 
thin or mediu m boiling siru p. Pro­ 
cess pint or qu art jars for 30 min­ 
u tes. 
Freezing Peaches 
Select ripe, sou nd fru it, plu nge 
the fru it into boiling water to 
loosen the skin: then into cold 
water. 
Peel. 
Keep peeled fru it 
u nder water u ntil ready to pack­ 
age to prevent discoloration. Peel 
only enou gh fru it to fill a few' 
packages at a time. 
Slice 
the 
peaces directly into the freezing 
container. 
Fill to within 
inch 
of the top and cover immediately 
with a 40 to 65 per cent su gar sir­ 
u p. 
A 50 per cent siru p is made 
by u sing 1 cu p of su gar to 1 cu p 
of water. Boil mix tu re to dissolve 
su gar and cool before u sing. Seal 
the package and send to the locker 
plant for freezing as soon as pos­ 
sible. 


Cu rb o n Tru ckin g 
o f Grain M igh t Be 
a Saver o f Tires 


Althou gh most grain in Illinois 
Is shipped by rail, rather than by 
tru ck, there is some possibility of 
saving tires by limiting the u se of 
tru cks in grain 
marketing 
to 
shorter hau ls, u nless the grain is 
a backhau l for some other com­ 
modity . 
This Is the conclu sion of L. J. 
Norton, chief in agricu ltu ral m ar­ 
keting at the University of Illi­ 
nois College of Agricu ltu re, fol­ 
lowing a su rvey of methods u sed 
by Illinois grain elevators in dis­ 
posing of grain handled. 
Norton ex plained that tru cks are 
u sed mostly for hau ling grain from 
farms to local elevators. 
In some 
sections 
of 
the 
state, however, 
tru cks are Important in moving 
corn, either to consu mer areas, 
river elevators or terminal m ar­ 
kets. 
The su rvey , covering 66 Illinois 
elevators, showed that of the total 
com shipments made 
in 
19 41, 
those made by rail accou nted for 
39 to 73 per cent in different parts 
of the state, the 
1owt percentages 
being in western Illinois. Sales to 
local feeders or grindings in the 
elevator’s mill u sed u p 4 to 46 per 
cent, with the high percentages in 
the western districts. 
Corn sales 
to tru ckers varied from less than 
1 per cent to 28 per cent, the lower 
percentages being in the northern ! 
ahd central districts. 
Up to 27! 
per cent of the corn was tru cked 
to market, chiefly to elevators on 
the Illinois river. These tru ck de­ 
liveries were most 
common 
in 
cou nties close to the river in the 
northern and eastern districts. 
A larger percentage of oats than 
of corn was shipped by rail, the 
percentages vary ing in different 
parts of the state from 10 to 9 6. 
Practically all of the wheat and 
soy beans was shipped by rail.

Thu s one who wou ld attain tru e 
su ccess mu st not listen to the 
cou nsel of those who ignore God’s 
laws and are therefore u nqu ali 
fled to give sou nd advice. Neither 
does he seek help of the dishonest 
and sinfu l; nor is he fou nd in the 
company of the b oa s tfu l and 
worldly wise. He looks alone to 
the one sou rce of tru e wisdom, in 
finite Mind, God, for gu idance in 
the solu tion of every prob lem 
Tu rning to the Bib le, which con 
tains the statement of God’s law 
b e finds therein valu ab le cou nsel 
w hich he pu ts to practical u se in 
his daily activities. 
On page 254 of Science and 
Health with Key to the Scrip 
lu res, Mary Baker Eddy makes a 
statement which, when u nder 
stood in its spiritu al meaning, re 
lieves one of a false sense of re 
sponsib ility, w ith its attendant 
fear and worry. She says, “55 hen 
w e wait patiently on God and seek 
Tru th righteou sly, He directs ou r 
path.” 5Yhat is it to “wait pa 
tiently on God” ? Patience is not 
simply sitting down calmly and 
waiting for something to tu rn u p 
nor is it pu tting u p with evil con 
ditions and grimly b earing them 
Patience is really the persistent 
e x p e c t a n c y of good. To seek 
Tru th righteou sly is to endeavor 


God, p e r s i s t e n t l y seeking only 
good, and throu gh p rayer en­ 
deavor to loam God’s plan and 
pu rpose, the right hu man foot­ 
steps will su rely b e made plain 
to u s. And it is not necessary for 
u s to know today the hu man foot­ 
steps which may b e necessary for 
u s to take tomorrow. 
The b u siness man who is p er­ 
sistently seeking only good for hit 
cu stomers, for his employees, and 
for himself, and prays u nder­ 
standing^ for divine gu idance, 
may b e su re that the right way 
will u nfold to him and tru e su c­ 
cess will b e certain. 
The one who is withou t remun­ 
erative employment may feel that 
the circu mstances with which he 
is faced are b eyond his co ntro l. 
55’hile the immediate condition 
may have b een b rou ght a bo ut by 
events or circu mstances which he 
cou ld not foresee or prev ent, the 
mastering of a d ve r s e 
circum­ 
stances is to b e achieved within 
his own consciou sness, within 
spiritu alized thinking b ased On a 
right u nderstanding of God. 
One 
may well b egin with a clea r rea l­ 
ization that his real b u siness is to 
express or reflect God in his ev ery 
thou ght and activity. Mrs. Eddy 
writes 
(Miscellaneou s Writing s, 
307), “God gives you His spir­ 
itu al ideas, and in turn, they 
give you daily 
supplies." 
The 
sou rce, then, of all true idea s o r 
thou ghts is infinite Mind, God, a nd 
as one tu rns with co nfidence to 
Him in fervent p rayer for g uid­ 
ance, the right hu man footsteps 
will appear. 
Christ Jesu s sa id 
(Matthew^ 6:33), “Seek ye first th« 
kingdom of God, and his rig hteo us­ 
ness; and all these things shall b e 
nested u nto you .” 
Ju st b efore 
Jesu s gave u tterance to this pro ­ 
fou nd spiritu al admonition he ha d 
b een speaking of the ordinary hu­ 
man needs for food and clothing, 
so we may b e su re that when we 
apply this ru le intelligently in 
working ou t ou r hu man prob ­ 
lems of employment, b u siness, 
and su pply, every need will b e 
met.

w ea ther last fall had not prevented

1» Relieve your tires of m any de­ 
grees of heat in this sim ple fashion 
. . . Just cool them off by reducing 
your driving speed from 40 to 30 
miles per hour. This helps your 
tires lose the heat they develop 
by faster driving. They c a n ’t 
throw heat off in summer unless 
you help them. This reduction in 
speed cuts tire heat about 20°. 
T h a t’s how to score a direct hit 
on tire enemy No. 1. 


2 » Keep your tires cooler in this 


easy w a y . . . Avoid the grinding, 
wearing friction between tire and 
road caused by speeding up around 
curves. This causes a “ side thrust’’ 
that heats tires destructively. This 
friction becomes even more seri­ 
ous in summer heat. Cool tires 
call for cool driving. So, slow down 
on curves, and slow up on tire 
wear. Remember, tire saving is 
vital to victory. 


3» Sliding, scuffing tiro motions 
caused by sudden braking on hot, 
dry roads, or by sudden accelera­ 
tions, cut badly into tire mileage. 
Tire heat becomes more intense. 
Tortoise-like starts and stops re­ 
tard h e a t. . . “ja ck-ra bbit" driv­ 
ing increases heat and wastes rub­ 
ber. So, remember to start and 
stop moderately. Take the heat 
off your tires and put it on the 
Axis! 


4 * Check your "tire 
mileage** 
every 2 5 00-5 000* miles
